The military commander will 
have authority to establish black- 
outs and curfew periods, organize

Will Join Yanks in Fight 
Against Japs—Provid- 
ed Accurate Data Prior 

to Landings — Ameri- 
can Is Aide to Leader.

WITH GEN. MacARTHUR, 
LEYTE ISLAND, Philippines, 
Oct. 20 (Via Army Radio) (De- 
layed) (AP).—Four thousand 
armed and organized guerrillas, in- 
cluding a few Americans, aided 
in preparations for the landing of 
United States forces on Leyte 
Island and will join with the 
Yanks in battling the Japanese. 

The guerrillas are led by Col. 
Ruperto Kangelon, a_ Filipino. 
Second in command is a former 
United States PT boat skipper. 

The guerrillas collected detailed 
information about Japanese 
strength and dispositions before 
the invasion and transmitted it to 
American headquarters by secret 
means. A typical report, for ex- 
ample, might describe a certain 
point of land and reveal that there 
‘were four Japanese there with a 
machine gun. 

The guerrillas were given a 
schedule of operations in advance 
of the landings to permit them to 
remove civilians from threatened 
areas and to forewarn them when 
to go into action. Discussing this 
phase of invasion preparations, 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur said we 
may lose a few more men in the 
actual landing, but the ultimate 
benefits will far outweigh any loss 
of surprise. 


SUCCESS TOASTED 
IN JAPS’ LIQUOR

BAN, Leyte Island, Philip- 
pines, Oct. 22 (Delayed) (AP).— 
Fleeing Japanese troops contrib- 
uted large stocks of sake and 
beer to the Filipinos’ celebration 
of the liberation of Tacloban. 

When veteran troops of the 
First Cavalry Division arrived in 
the provincial capital a day ahead 
of schedule, they were met by de- 
liriously happy Filipinos. 

The gaily dressed Filipinos 
lined the streets and windows, 
shouting, grinning, waving their 
hands and flags. Maj. Gen. Verne 
D. Mudge, division commander, 


estimated that 500 United States 


flags were on display. 
Carry Beer on Heads. 

Scores of Filipinos trudged 
along happily with cases of beer 
on their heads. It came from 
large stocks left behind by the 
garrison of 1000 Japanese troops 
that hastily fled to hills. 

Vengeful Filipinos hacked up 
one Japanese who was killed in- 
side the city. 

Gen. Mudge personally received 
the surrender of 40 Formosan la- 
borers after his tank rolled over 
a truck which the enemy had set 
up as a street block. He found 
a guerrilla presiding over the 
Formosans: who held their hands 
aloft and appeared happy to be 
taken. 

Conquest of Tacloban, a city of 
30,000 and the largest on Leyte 
Island, came four hours after Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur was turned 
back by a blasted, bridge as he 
attempted to go up by jeep to in- 
spect the advance lines. 

Advanced Speedily. 

Gen. Mudge ordered one of his 
regiments to take the town one 
day after the men swept ashore 
and advanced speedily against 
surprigingly light opposition to 
control roads up to two miles in- 
land. Tacloban is about six miles 
from the original beachhead. 

Iumbering mechanized Buffa- 
loes, tanks and jeeps swarmed 
over the roads of the sector. Gen. 
Mudge, who in the late afternoon 
underwent sniper fire on a swift 
tank reconnaissance of Tacloban, 
estimated that 300 Japanese were 
killed while his division had 10 
killed and 25 wounded. 

Tacloban is a city of contrasts 
in native and modern architecture. 
Most Filipino homes are built on 
stilts, with contrasting thatched 
or corrugated metal roofs. There 
are many masonry buildings, in-

The world outside has no con- 
cept of the staggering ruin al- 
ready wrought on Germany by 
air. But granting that the German 
people, with Gestapo pistols at 
their backs, cannot quit, however 
stark the bomb terror, there is 
the question of how long the Ger- 
man army itself can be supplied 
to fighting strength with the con- 
tinued, mounting devastation of 
war industry and transport. 

Germany is known to have put 
as much industry as possible un- 
derground or moved it to the 
southeast. But much vital indus- 
try can’t be moved or buried. 

It is highly doubtful if the Ger- 
man army could long continue in 
effective operation if the whole 
Ruhr war industry were lost by 
capture aground or near total ruin 
from the air. And one or the oth- 
er of those things seems certainly 
going to happen. 

The Allied north flank already 
threatens the Ruhr. But even if 
the Nazis should hold their line 
through the winter, it is highly 
probable the Ruhr would be in a 
state of almost total devastation 
before spring.

PARIS, Oct. 24 (AP).—George 
Suarez, political editor of the 
newspaper Aujourd’hui, who was 
condemned to death last night or 
treason in the first French col- 
laborationist trial by the special 
Court of Justice of the Seine De- 
partment (a civil court), was con- 
victed largely by his own  pro- 
German articles published during 
the Nazi occupation. 

Suarez’s trial, which required 
only six hours, was witnessed by 
a crowded, tense courtroom, filled 
mostly with members of the Paris 
bar and foreign correspondents of 
whom there was the largest num- 
ber that had been present at any 
French trial in many years. 

The selection of the four mem- 
bers of the jury, from a panel of 
20, occupied the first few moments 
of the session. The four selected, 
who seated themselves on either 
side of the presiding judge, 
Auguste Ledoux, were quite ordi- 
nary Frenchmen — clerks, small 
businessmen, heads of families. 

Differing from the procedure 
in American trials. it was the 
Judge who produced the evidence 
given him by the prosecutor. The 
principal evidence .which Judge 
Ledoux read, and the basis on 
which he questioned the defend- 
ant, was Suarez’s own articles in 
Aujourd’hui. They were evidence 
of a kind difficult to counteract 
—articles calling for fullest French 
collaboration with Germany, ask- 
ing for the shooting of Jewish, 
American and British hostages, 
calling Gen. Charles de Gaulle a 
paid mercenary and felon and 
describing the Americans and 
British as ‘“massacrers from 
abroad.” 

Only one of the four jurymen 
asked the accused a question. 
For the rest the evidence pro- 
duced by the state prosecutor 
seemed ample to enable them to 
return their verdict.

GERMAN ‘BURP GUN’

ROME, Oct. 24.—The Germans 
have what they call a machine 
pistol—a sub-machinegun about as 
big as a tommy gun. It shoots a 
slug smaller than that of a tommy 
gun, but it shoots them almost 
twice as fast. The Americans call 
ita “burp gun.” It fires like water 
from a hose and it comes down 
like heavy rain. 

Its rate of fire is about 1200 
rounds a minute, which means 20 
slugs a second. If you get hit at 
all, you’re likely hit by a good 
many, and you’re probably dead. 


German troops, particularly on 
the defensive, are well supplied 
with “burp guns.” They are car-

Allies Driving Germans 


Back North of Antwerp 


The German radio _ reported 


syaq| Allied guns were pounding the 


fortress of Metz. Street fighting 
for possession of Maizieres les 
Metz to the north continued, with 
the Americans now holding about 
three-fourths of the town. Fight- 
ing has been going on in the town 
for more than two weeks. 

The enemy made several coun- 
terattacks, with armored support, 
|against the Allied lines near Lune- 
ville, farther south, but headquar- 
ters reported all were repulsed. 
Northeast of lLuneville Allied 
troops consolidated their gains to 
the vicinity of Moncourt. 

The eastward push of Allied 
troops northeast of Brouvelieures 
was continued by forward units 
which crossed the Mortagne River 
at several points. The Allied com- 
/Munique said gains were made in

MAYOR 
A, P. KAUFMANN 


In a little less than 15 months 
in the office of Mayor, Aloys P. 
Kaufmann has pursued a policy of 
protecting the city’s interests, pre- 
paring for the postwar period, and 
participation of citizens in the 
municipal government. 

Coming into office unexpectedly, 
and through a public calamity, he 
has won the commendation of 
many who, two years ago, had 
scarcely heard of the young law- 
yer and party committeeman. 

In the spring of 1943, halfway 
through the four-year term for 
which Mayor William Dee Becker 
had been elected, Kaufmann was 
nomjnated, with Becker's support, 
for President of the Board of Al- 
dermen, and was elected to that 
office, which carries succession to 
the mayoralty in case of a va- 
cancy, 

The tragic death of Mayor 
Becker with nine others in the 
glider crash of Aug. l, 1943, at 
Lambert-St. Louis Field, suddenly 
advanced Kaufmann to the city’s 
chief office, for a term to run 
until the coming Nov. 7 election. 
In that election, the office will be 
filled for a term to extend to next 
April, when the regular municipal 
election for a four-year mayor- 
alty term will be held. 


Pledges Repeated. 

On taking the office of Mayor, 
Kaufmann reiterated the platform 
on which he had run for Board 
President, which included pledges 
of strict enforcement of the smoke 
ordinance, conscientious support 
of the merit system, and the fullest 
possible airport development. 

He promised also to fulfill, to 
the best of his ability, the uncom- 
pleted plans of Mayor Becker. One 
of these was the creation of a race 
relations commission, the need for 
which had been emphasized by 
race disturbances elsewhere. This 
commission, headed by Edwin B. 
Meissner, was named a few weeks 
later, and has since taken the lead 
in measures to bring about better 
inter-racial understanding and re- 
move possible causes of friction. 

The fourth. heating season un- 
der the smoke elimination ordi- 
nance was then approaching, and 
transportation restrictions were 
making it much more difficult to 
get the needed supply of smoke- 
less coal. Mayor Kaufmann re- 
tained the Citizens’ Smoke Elimi- 
nation Committee, headed by 
James L. Ford Jr., and worked in 
conjunction with Ford, and against 
repeated efforts of Illinois soft 
coal mine interests to break down 
the St. Louis ordinance on_ the 
pretext of war necessity. He went 
to Washington to press the re- 
quest for allotment of eastern 
smokeless coal, and to the Arkan- 
sas-Oklahoma coal field near 
Fort Smith, in the interest of a 
larger supply from that area, 
which was obtained. 


Dispute With ODT Man. 


When a representative of Illi- 
nois coal interests, holding 
minor position in the Office of 
Defense Transportation at Wash- 
ington, tried to force abrogation 
of the smoke ordinance, 
Mayor wrote that the city would 
“under no conditions” take such 
action unless there was a defi- 
nite showing of interference with 
the war effort. The controversy 
was followed by the removal of 
the ODT employe, who wrote the 
Mayor a reproachful letter, saying 
he had been “blasted out of office 
in the line of: duty.” 

Early last spring the Mayor and 
Rostoe C. Hobbs, as chairman of 
the Citiz®ns’ Wartime Fuel Com- 
mittee, began an_ effort, which 
was continued through the sum- 
mer, to get householders to buy 
their winter supply of coal early. 
In this way, a start has been ob- 
tained on the admittedly difficult 
problem of keeping the city free 
from smoke and homes reason- 
ably warm through the 1944-45 
heating season.

U. S. Business Men Prepare for 
Trade With France. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 24 (AP). 
American busingss men quick- 
ened their interest in France to- 
day, anticipating a trade. re- 
sumption with that war-battered 
country as a result of recogni- 
tion of the De Gaulle Govern- 
ment, but they were cautioned 
by various Government officials 
not to expect normal commercial 
channels to open up right away. 
Foreign economic administra- 
tion officials said transportation 
was so scarce, and conditions in 
France so _ unsettled, that it 
would be remarkable if many 
American business men are able 

to visit France soon. 

The State Department said 
vesterday it would receive appli- 
cations for passports under cer- 
tain conditions but pointed out 
that transportation is meager. 

Applicants who meet the State 
Department tests must still ob- 
tain visas from the French Gov- 
ernment. If these are granted, 
there is the matter of Army ap- 
proval. Business trips will not 
be allowed to crowd out military 
travel. After a man gets to 
France, he will find conditions 
hard, the FEA officials said. 
Nevertheless, a large number of 
applications for passports is ex- 
pected. 

A spot check at the Treasury 
and State Departments, FEA, and 
other sources produced this gen- 
eral picture of the future: 

The actual start of private trade 
deals between the two cotintries 
can’t come immediately,’ since 
the war still rages and French 
assets in this country are frozen. 

When conditions are more set- 
tled, the United States will not 
be able to restore private trade 
by its own decision. The French 
Government must agree to it. 

The first step probably will be 
to lift the restriction against the 
free exchange of business infor- 
mation between the United States 
and France, 

Recognition of the De Gaulle 
Government as a provisional gov- 
ernment won't immediately change 
the military lend-lease picture. 
For a long time we have been 
supplying regular French troops 
with virtually all of their equip- 
ment, 

A new arrangement likely 
for supplying essential civilian 
needs in France.

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Senator Truman’s Record 


If Senator Truman were less modest a man and 
had exploited to the full his personal role as 
chairman of the Truman committee, fewer ques- 
tions about him would be asked over the coun- 
try in this campaign. As it is, a great many ques- 
tions are being asked. In some quarters such as 


‘the McCormick-Patterson press, Truman is be- 


ing pictured as an evil and dangerous vice-presi- 
dential candidate. 

The answer to these questions and this crit- 
icism properly should come from Missouri, and 
this newspaper is glad to say a few words. It is 
in good position to do so, too, because we played 
our part in the fight against Pendergastism, out 
of which Truman sprang, and we have been 
sharply critical of the Senator because of his 
origin and some of his political acts. 

Truman was frankly a product of one of the 
most sinister political figures Missouri ever pro- 
duced—-Thomas J. Pendergast. ‘Truman has al- 
ways admitted this. The boss yanked Truman 
from the obscure post of County Judge and put 
him in the Senate and, what is worse, did so 
with the full use of a corrupt machine and pad- 
ded voting lists. 

Some years later, after United States Attorney 
Milligan, a Democrat, embarked upon the series 
of prosecutions which broke up the Pendergast 
gang, Senator Truman attempted to prevent Mil- 
ligan’s renomination. Over his protest, Milligan 
was reappointed and completed the prosecutions. 
In a matter of great public moment, then, Tru- 
man insisted upon loyalty to the boss. He said 
he would go down, if necessary, with the boss’ 
sinking ship. 

* +. - 

But he did not go down. He went up instead. 
He was re-elected to the Senate in 1940 and now 
he is the President's running-mate. This, surely, 
is a curious paradox, is it not? No one can de- 
fend Truman’s political beginnings, his alliance 
with a crooked boss and, except on ground of 
personal loyalty, his fight against Milligan. But 
there must be an explanation for Truman’s abil- 
ity to survive and surmount these handicaps. And 
there is. The fact is that Truman, after a num- 
ber of years in the Senate quietly learning the 
ropes, has become in the last four years an ex- 
ceedingly valuable and important public servant. 

We reprint today in the Mirror of Public Opin- 
ion an article from Time magazine, published in 
the spring of 1943 on the occasion of the Tru- 
man committee’s second anniversary. We urge 
its close reading. The presidential campaign was 
then far off. No one could foretell that Truman 
would be candidate for Vice President this year. 
So the Time sketch of Truman and the work of 
his’ committee was written in a completely non- 
political atmosphere. Time said: 

They had called the turn on raw-materials 
shortages, had laid down the facts of the 


rubber famine four months before the 
famed Baruch report. One single investi- 


gation, of graft and waste in Army camp 
building, had saved the United States $250,- 
000,000 (according to the Army’s own Lt. 
Gen. Somervell). The total savings ran into 
billions, partly because of what their agents 
had ferreted out in the sprawling war pro- 
gram, partly because their hooting curiosity 
was a great deterrent to waste. 


In wartime, even more than in peace, a 
democracy must keep an eye on itself. This 
eye the Truman committee has kept un- 
blinkingly and, by and large, well. 

Said one Washingtonian last week: 
“There’s only one thing that worries me 
more than the present state of the war ef- 
fort. That’s to think what it would be like 
by now without Truman.” 

The Time magazine estimate of Truman is 
only one of many made by publications and po- 
litical writers. It is generally agreed (1) that 
the Truman Committee to Investigate War Ex- 
penditures—formed at Truman’s own suggestion 
—has been of brilliant usefulness; (2) that it has 
prevented gegaft, waste and extravagance and 
has saved the country literally billions of dol- 
lars; (3) that it has warned against raw material 
shortages, analyzing correctly, for example, the 
rubber situation long before the Baruch report; 
(4) that, in contrast to other congressional com- 
mittees, it has conducted itself with dignity, with 
efficiency and with persistent determination; 
(5) that its chairman, Truman, has played the 
leading role in this great work.

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Ball Takes His Stand 


Minnesota has only 11 electoral votes, less than 
2 per cent of the national total, but the country-

Mr. Ball is representative of a great forward- 
looking segment of the Republican party, men 
and women who are acutely aware of the neces- 
sity for American participation in a world or- 
ganization fully ‘capable of stopping future ag- 
gression before it develops into war.

France, Our Ally 

The recognition which the United States and 
Britain have given to the De Gaulle adminis- 
tration as the Provisional Government of France 
was not impetuously poured out, or even be- 
stowed in timely sequence. It was given belated- 
ly, long past an hour when it could have been 
a warm and friendly act of equality. But that’s 
past, except in so far as it may linger in the 
feelings of Frenchmen toward allies who kept 
them dangling at a diplomatic rope’s end for 
four years. 

It is past, and the recognition of the French 
Provisional Government should, and we hope 
will, mean that France is once again the ally 
of America and England exactly as she was our 
ally before the fall of France four years ago. 

From the June of 1940 when Charles de Gaulle 
set up his committee in London, he has never 
conceded that France was anything less than 
France; he has demanded for it the honor and 
the position which we had given to it as a mat- 
ter of course before the fall—and which we 
withheld, after the fall, as if that also were a 
matter of course. 

The military agreement which his committee 
signed with Britain two months later gave that 
part of France which was undefeated and un- 
defeatable a toehold on glory, nothing more. 
It was three years to the month before the 
French Committee of National Liberation, never 
ceasing to demand recognition, was given lim- 
ited recognition by the United States and Eng- 
land as merely an administrative agency in the 
overseas territories that recognized its author- 
ity; at the same time, Russia gave it cordial 
recognition as representative of French interests, 

With all these half-measures of France’s Anglo- 
American allies, De Gaulle was unsatisfied; and 
now that the measure is full, or nearly full, the 
provisional administration of France will prop- 
erly be satisfied with nothing less than our 
recognition’s meaning all it should mean. Among 
other things, it should mean that France will 
no longer be omitted from conferences by which 
the future shape and spirit of the world is 
being determined; that wherever the United 
States and Great Britain are represented in con- 
sideration of the future, there France shall be 
represented also—and equally. 

There was a time when all men agreed that 
no decision of world importance could be taken 
without France’s participation. A time is com- 
jng when all men will agree to it again.

Vigilant Eye of Democracy

For a congressional committee to be con- 
sidered the first line of defense-——especially 
in a nation which does not tend to admire 
its representatives, in Congress assembled— 
is encouraging to believers in democracy. 
So is the sudden emergence of Harry Tru- 
man, whose presence in the Senate is a 
queer accident of democracy, as the com- 
mittee’s energetic generalissimo. 

Neat, gray Harry Shippe Truman was 
sworn in as Senator from Missouri in 1934, 
The only men seen to smile during the 
ceremony were two husky lieutenants of 
Boss Tom Pendergast’s notorious Kansas 
City Democratic machine, who sat beaming 
in the gallery. No one yet knows exactly 
why Boss Pendergast picked Truman for 
the Senate. Certainly Truman was no 
statesman in 1934. Neither had he ever 
been touched by scandal. 


A Quiet First Term 


Truman was no ball of fire in his first 
term. He sat meekly in the freshman row, 
blinked when critics called him Pendergast’s 
“errand boy,” was second only to Pennsyl- 
vania’s Joseph Guffey (whose vote for New 
Deal measures was pure automotive reflex) 
in unswerving support of administration 
policies. 

In a perfect democracy, run without hitch, 
Truman would never have been returned 
to the Senate in 1940. A majority of Mis- 
souri Democrats, in full revolt against the 
machine, opposed him in the primary. But 
United States Attorney Milligan and ex-Gov. 
Stark split the opposition vote, and Tru- 
man slipped in with an 8000-vote plurality. 
For a nation whose administration, Army 
and war contractors are not perfect either, 
it has turned out to be a good thing. 

The Senate Committee Investigating Na- 
tional Defense was Truman’s own idea, As 


County Judge he had awarded $60,000,000 
in contracts; he knew how hard it had 
been to get honest performance. Up rose 
the Senator to demand that Congress keep 
an eye on war expenditures: he had never 
yet found a contractor who, left unwatched, 
“wouldn’t leave the Government holding 
the bag.” 


Funds Limited at First 


At first nobody took the Truman com- 
mittee seriously. The Senate gave him $15,- 
000 (about as much as the Dies committee 
spends every seven wegks) and a group of 
colleagues chosen mostly from junior Sena- 
tors. 

Truman’s junior Senators, hungry for 
tough assignments, went to work with a 
will, Harry Truman, a shrewd politician, 
a maker of friends, a great man for shoot- 
ing trouble, always kept his committee hap- 
py and on the ball. It got more money, 
branched out, found itself deep in every 
Phase of the war.

Anton Chekhov took full advan- 
tage when he wrote his play, “The 
Cherry Orchard,” in which Eva 
Le Gallienne, Joseph Schildkraut 
and an exceptional cast are hold- 
ing forth at the American Theater 
this week. 

The sadness and melancholy 
inherent in the play itself are in- 
tensified by the excellent acting 
not only of the stars but of the 
supporting cast, and by the expert 
staging and direction of Miss Le 
Gallienne and Miss Margaret Web- 
ster, respectively. 

Chekhov wrote “The Cherry Or- 
chard” in 1904. It was a quiet 
period in Russian history, polit- 
ically speaking. Emancipation was 
in the past, revolution was yet to 
come, But Chekhov saw signs of 
an approaching change in the so- 
cial order in which the proletariat 
would take over as the aristocracy 
became increasingly decadent, 

He used as his examples the 
Andreyavna family, brother and 
sister, Russian aristocrats who re- 
fuse to face the fact they are down 
at the heels and who, even when 
confronted with the loss+«of their 
last resources, are unable, by vir- 
tue -of their background and re- 
spective personalities, to fully 
grasp what is happening to them. 
Or, if they grasp it, to arouse the 
energy or the interest to do any- 
thing about it. 

Also caught up-in this chain 
of events of which they are more 
or less dimly aware, according to 
their intelligence, but powerless to 
oppose, are the other members of 
the family, their neighbors and 
their servants. 

The orchard itself, the largest 
in Russia, stands as a symbol of 
their former glory and days of 
happiness. And even though by 
parting with it they could restore, 
in a measure, their fortunes, they 
are unable to do so, until it is too 
late. To Miss Le Gallienne it is a 
symbo) of the innocent beauty of 
her youth. To the brother, Schild- 
kraut, it is a mark of distinction 
having been, as he proudly points 
out, “even mentioned in the en- 
cyclopedia.” 

And so, as the inevitable tragedy 
approaches, we see the respective 
parties thereto floundering about 
in a welter of emotion, some re- 
signed to defeatism, some fight- 
ing against their fate, some merely 
bewildered. The changing social 
order is brought into sharp focus 
in the scene wherein Lopahin, a 
former peasant now grown 
wealthy, reveals that he has pur- 
chased the estate and the orchard 
where his father and his grand- 
father were serfs. But even he, in

NEW YORK, Oct. 24 (AP).— 
For the thirteenth consecutive 
time over a two-year period the 
Notre Dame football team rates 
as the country’s No. 1 eleven in 
the Associated Press poll, but this 
time the Irish margin is a mere 
eight points. 

Loss of a single first-place vote 
and its 10 points would have 
dropped Notre Dame into second 
place behind Army in one of the 
tightest‘ ballot battles the nine- 
year-old poll ever has produced. 

Notre Dame, unbeaten this sea- 
son, garnered 40 first-place tickets 
and 917 points. Army, likewise 
unscathed, was tops on 30 ballots 
and finished with 909 points, to be 
followed by Randolph Field, first 
on 23, and Ohio State’s civilians 
with 14. The Flyers collected 853 
points to 790 for the Buckeyes.’ 
The foursome had identical po- 
sitions last week. 

Two Firsts for Bainbridge. 

Only Bainbridge Naval Station 
was able to crash the big four’s 
grasp on the first-place listings, 
getting two of the 109 cast but 
winding up in thirteenth place. — 

Not since Ohio State finished 
on top in the final voting of 1942 
has the Notre Dame domination 
of the country’s football forces 
been challenged to such an extent. 

The South Bend Ramblers were 
first a week ago with 60 designa- 
tions as the country’s best, com- 
pared to 22 for Randolph Field, 
12 for Army and four for Ohio 
State. 

Since then, however, Notre 
Dame spent a torrid afternoon de- 
feating Wisconsin, 28 to 13, while 
Randolph Field crushed Camp 
Polk, 67 to 0. Army handled Coast 
Guard with greater ease 76 to 0, 
and Ohio State knocked off the 
Great Lakes outfit 26 to 6. 

Georgia Tech, which squeezed 
by Navy, 17 to 15; Iowa Pre-Flight, 
Tulsa, Pennsylvania, North Caro- 
lina Pre-Flight and Purdue com- 
plete the first 10.

and other types of non-commercial 
fishing tackle and increased pro- | 
duceion of fishing hooks was au- 
thorized yesterday by the War) 
Production Board. 

Production of new non-commer- 
cial fishing tackle, or repairs using 
metals, plastics and cork, has been 
prohibited since May 31, 1942, and 
the manufacture of fish hooks has 
been limited to 50 per cent of the 
1941 rate of production. 

Manufacture of non-commercial | 
fishing tackle still will 
stricted by materials conservation | 
orders. To a large extent, manu-| 
facturers will be dependent upon | 
materials available in their own | 
inventories or from idle and ex-| 
cess stocks. 

As a result of recent cutbacks | 
and cancellations of war contracts, | 
WPB estimated that 65 per cent | 
of the facilities of the larger fish- | 
ing tackle manufacturers and 90 
per cent of the facilities of the 
smaller manufacturers are avail- 
able for dishing tackle production. 
In 1941, the industry consisted of 
approximately 200 manufacturers |

Postwar Planning. 

Preparation for peacetime indus- 
trial and employment problems 
was taken up by Mayor Kaufmann 
under two heads, both making full 
| use of the principle of citizen par- 

ticipation. For municipal public 

works, a citizens’ committee, with 
Walter W. Head as chairman, and 
.with representatives of business, 
labor and industry, was set to 
work to formulate a bond issue 
program, The committee held 
hearings on city needs, and pre- 
pared a list of 11 projects, amount- 
ing to a bond issue of $43,527,000. 
The entire program was approved 
by the voters last Aug. 1, and will 
be supplemented by funds on hand 
from previous bond issues and 
from other municipal sources, 
bringing the total of prospective 
expenditures to $63,385,000, of 
which about 60 per cent is to be 
paid to workers. 

The other part of the postwar 
plan was the co-operation of the 
city government in management- 
labor relations in private business, 
and in measures for reconversion 
of industrial plants and full em- 
ployment for workers. The Mayor 
| last March named a group of 12, 
of whom three represented indus- 
try, three the AFL unions, three 
the CIO unions, and three the city 
government. This group has since 
been active in dealing with the 
problems presented by the ap- 
proach of partial peace, and in 
efforts to bring new industries to 
the St. Louis area. 

In the strike of street car and 
bus employes last June 1 and 2, 
which tied up public transporta- 
tion for 37 hours, Mayor Kauf- 
mann made an earnest effort, not 
immediately successful, to bring 
about resumption of service, pend- 
ing arbitration of differences. This 
was brought about by a represen- 
tative of the War Labor Board. 


Ordered Airport Study. 

Selection of a new airport site, 
and expansion of lLambert-St. 
Louis Field formed one of the 
first tasks confronting Kaufmann 
as Mayor. Soon after taking of- 
fice he instructed Milton M. Kin- 
sey, then Director of Public Util- 
ities, to make a study of new air- 
port locations his first order of 
business, 

The St. Louis County site first 
favored by the Mayor and the 
Commission proved to be unob- 
tainable, because of local opposi- 
tion and the attitude of the 
County Planning Commission. 
‘Final decision on the Columbia 
Bottoms site, at the confluence of 
the Missouri and Mississippi riv- 
ers, was made early this year, and 
the engineering plans for develop- 
ment of the field have been sub- 
mitted to the War Department for 
approval. 

Last May, an aviation § sec- 
tion of the Board of Public Serv- 
ice established, and Thomas E. 
Flaherty was named as chief of 
aeronautics, to direct the expan- 
sion program, 

The bond issue voted Aug. 1 in- 
cluded $9,897,000 for airport de- 
velopment. This, with $4,103,000 
left from the previous bond is- 
sue, made an airport fund of $14,- 
000,000. of which $4,000,000 has 
been allotted to expansion of Lam- 
bert-St. Louis Field, now in the 
stage of land acquisition, and $10,- 
000,000 is to be spent on the new 
port. 


Measures for Hospitals. 


From the inception of his execu- 
tive service, Mayor Kaufmann has 
given attention and effort to im- 
provement of the city’s hospital 
system, Here he has made notable 
use of the technique of citizen 
participation, and has shown him- 
self ready to accept the advice of 
qualified persons and to act on it 
promptly and to the fullest extent 
of his official powers. 

A survey of the city govern- 
ment, completed early in 1941 near 
the end of Mayor Bernard F. 
Dickmann’s term, contained ex- 
tensive criticisms of the hospital 
system. With a view to remedy- 
ing the conditions shown, Mayor 
Becker, early in his term, named 
an advisory committee on health 
and hospitals. This committee 
worked for the most part with the 
Director of Public Welfare. 

In his second month as Mayor, 
Kaufmann called on the advisory 
body to report directly to him, 
and thereafter some of its meet- 
ings were held in the Mayor’s of- 
fice, others being held at the Medi- 
cal 
Hospital office. At meetings which 
the Mayor could not attend, he 
was represented by Charles Her- 
tenstein, administrative assistant. 
The committee was given direct 
access to the Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment, in all cases 
where its proposals involved ex- 
penditure of city funds. 


Agreements With State. 

Through the work of the ad- 
visory committee with the Mayor 
and Board of Estimate, a change 
was effected in the working 
schedules of employes in the in- 
stitutions, from 12-hour shifts with 
some time off to 8 hours with pay 
for overtime. This cost the city 
more, but the committee also 
found ways of saving money for 
the city. Through negotiation with 
the state authorities, an agree- 
ment was made by which the city 
receives $12.50 a week from the 
state for tuberculous patients in 
City Hospital. and Homer G. 
Phillips Hospital. as well as for 
those in Koch Hospital; previously 
the state paid for the Koch Hos- 
pital patients only. At the time of 
the new ruling last April, there 
were 163 tuberculous patients in 
institutions other than Koch Hos- 
pital, 

A similar concession was ob- 
tained from the state as to mental 
patients in institutions other than 
City Sanitarium, so that the city 
now receives $8 a month for each 
of about 400 mental patients at 
the other institutions, as well as 
for those at the Sanitarium, for 
whom the state previously made 
such payments, 

The Mayor's advisory commit- 
tee also prepared and recom- 
mended the hospital and institu-

tion reconstruction program 
adopted by the Citizens’ Bond Is- 
sue Committee, and approved by 
the voters Aug. 1. This program, 
calling for $950,000 bond funds 
and $2,400,000 from city funds on 
hand, adding up to $3,350,000, has 
as its largest item a new hospital 
for the chronically ill, $1,100,000. 

A more thorough and effective 
policy in the handling of tuber- 
culosis is one of the present objec- 
tives of the advisory committee, 
which is continuing its activity. 
The committee, which includes 
representatives of the medical col- 
leges, the St. Louis Medical Society 
and the Hospital Council, with a 
representative Negro physician, is 
headed by H. J. Mohler, lay sup- 
erintendent of Missouri Pacific 
Hospital, Supt. Mohler, who is not 
of the Mayor’s political party, 
testifies unreservedly to Mayor 
Kaufmann’s alert intérest'§ in 
health and hospital conditions, 
and his readiness to act on ad- 
vice. 


Record on Merit System. 

On his accession to office, Kauf- 
mann said: “Let there be no 
anxiety concerning the merit 
system.” He has worked in har- 
mony with the Civil Service Com- 
mission, and he cast his influence 
with city delegates against a pro- 
posed provision in the new State 
Constitution, which might have 
interfered with municipal merit 
systems. He called one of the 
St. Louis delegates to his office 
for a personal exhortation on this 
matter. 

As a member of the Board of 
Estimate and Apportionment, he 
voted for an appropriation to meet 
Comptroller Louis Nolte’s legal 
expenses in litigation with the 
Civil Service Commission over 
Nolte’s refusal to discharge an 
employe who failed in his examin- 
ation for retention. Kaufmann 
was criticised for.this vote; he 
replied that Nolte could not call 
on the City Counselor’s office to 
defend him, as it was representing 
the Commission, and that em- 
ployment of special counsel for 
officials was an established policy; 
however, Nolte announced that 
he would finance his own Case. 

In other matters of concern to 
St. Louis, Mayor Kaufmann 
sought favorable action in the 
Constitutional Convention. He 
failed to get approval of his plan 
for extension of city boundaries, 
but the convention adopted a pro- 
vision making possible the crea- 
tion of metropolitan districts for 
the sharing of community facil- 
ities. A section of the Constitu- 
tion approved in part through his 
efforts provides for the more 
ready financing of housing devel- 
opments, by permitting private 
concerns to condemn land for 
these improvements, and by @ sys- 
tem of tax easement at the out- 
set of such projects. 

City employes received pay in- 
creases averaging 10 per cent in 
August and September, 1943, under 
bills prepared by the Civil Service 
Commission and approved by the 
Mayor. By way of providing for 
this increase in the payroll, the 
Mayor “reluctantly” approved re- 
enactment of the city cigarette 
tax of two cents a package, which 
was repealed under Mayor Becker. 


War Memorial Project. 

The Mayor took up promptly the 
suggestion based on a  Post- 
Dispatch news article of last 
November, telling of the tempo- 
rary memorial erected in Seattle, 
Wash., to the dead of the present 
war. This developed into a plan 
for a Court of Honor, or sunken 
garden, adjoining the present 
Soldier Memorial, and not to be of 
a temporary character, yet not to 
interfere with any larger plan 
which may be desired later. 

Park benches for soldiers and 
civilians, in Memorial and Aloe 
Plazas, and a drinking fountain 
in the latter, resulted from orders 
of the Mayor. 

In his first month in office, a 
legal ruling held that, under the 
milk ordinance passed in June, 
1943, date of pasteurization need 
not be shown on bottle caps. 
Mayor Kaufmann addressed a 
message to the Aldermen request- 
ing the repeal of this provision, 
and that dating of the bottle caps 
be required; this was passed. 

Kaufmann’s administration in- 
herited a bitter quarrel with the 
Terminal Railroad over proposed 
removal of the river-front elevated 
tracks and rerouting of traffic 
now using the tracks. <A case 
pending before the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission did not appear 
to promise any early result in the 
city’s favor. Early in 1944, Mayor 
Kaufmann appointed a co-ordinat- 
ing committee, representing the 
city and the Jefferson National 
Expansion Memorial Association. 
The committee evolved a plan to 
which the Terminal agreed tenta- 
tively. In accordance with this 
plan, engineers are now working, 
financed jointly by the city and 
the Terminal, on the details of 
the new routing. 


Race Relations Board. 

In a speech Oct. 18, setting forth 
his attitude toward Negro citizens, 
Mayor Kaufmann spoke of his 
appointing of the Race Relations 
Commission as “the finest thing I 
have done.” He told of the commis- 
sion’s effort for acceptance of Ne- 
groes for skilled employment, for 
better housing, improved health 
and recreational facilities, educa- 
tion and equal law enforcement 
and protection, 

He indorsed the announced de- 
sires of Negroes as “perfectly le- 
gitimate,” these being full civil 
and political rights, equal rights 
in labor, industry, education, agri- 
culture, military service, social 
welfare and health. The struggle 
of the Negro for full citizenship, 
he said, is a struggle for the best 
interests of the nation. 

As to specific acts of his admin- 
istration, the Mayor cited the em- 
ploying, for the first time, of 
Negro internes in Koch Hospital, 
Negro nurses in City Infirmary, 
and of two Negro members of the 
City Counselor's staff; admission 
of Negro children to St. Louis 
Training School, and hydrotherapy 
treatment extended to Negro pa-

CITY SELLS DOUGLAS BUILDING,

The Douglas building at the 
southeast corner of Broadway and 
Market street, a five-story struc- 
ture built shortly after the Civil 
War and one of the first buijdings 
in the city to have an elevator, 
was sold yesterday by the city to 
Mario Bellon, 6021 Devonshire 
avenue. His bid, $17,560, was the 
highest acceptable offer among 10 
submitted, Deputy Comptroller 
Ray C. Schroeder said. 

One higher bid, for $17,600, was 
rejected because the person sub- 
mitting it stipulated the property 
be delivered free and clear of en- 
cumbrances, Schroeder said. The 
property was acquired in 1941 for 
$9000 in satisfaction of a judg- 
ment against the former owners 
for failure to pay assessments in 
the widening of Market street. 

The property is L-shaped, ex- 
tending 75 feet on Market and 199 
on Broadway, with the last 63 feet 
of the latter section extending 127 
feet from the street to an alley. 
The building is condemned, and 
Bellon will wreck it for use of the 
ground as a parking lot. A barber 
shop, coffee store and the Salva- 
tion Army’s U. 8S. O. center occupy 
ground floor space, with upper 
floors vacant.

15 SAVED AFTER FLYING BOAT

VERY season there is a vogue

HYDE PARK, Monday. 


HAVE a letter from one of our 
American military officers in 
France which I am going to re- 
print exactly ag it came to me. It 
is an appeal to a special group in 
this country, but it is typical of 
what [I think will be asked of 
many other cities throughout the 
nations; and I am hoping that it 
will meet with a response in the 
hearts of the American people, and 
that they will find out what they 
can do, and try to do it. The let- 
ter follows: 

“IT am one of the American army 
officers who is attached for liaison 
and observation to the Second 
British Army Civil Affairs. It has 
been my recent privilege to talk 
with M. Paul Sion, mayor of Lens, 
member of the Chamber of Depu- 
ties of the Republic of France. He 
was formerly a miner, and is of 
the socialist party here, 

“You perhaps know that the 
first week of this month it was a 
matter of military necessity that 
this city had to be very heavily 
bombed by Americans. They had 
suffered very much during pre- 
vious bombardments and under 
the German heel, but the recent 
damage was simply terrific. Nev- 
ertheless, the people have taken it 
magnificently, and are very friend- 
ly and co-operative. They are 
very bravely and ‘sturdily going 
about the rebuilding of the city— 
a city of some 30,000 people nor- 
mally, mostly coal miners, and 
highly important to the war ef- 
forts and to the economy of 
France, now and in the future. 

“Monsieur Sion told me that the 
cNy of Lens was planning to build, 
with its own funds a labor, a 
large municipal center for wel- 
fare, medical, dental, prenatal and 
maternal care on a low-cost co- 
operative basis. His plan sounds 
very practical and has aroused 
great hope among his people.

De- 
clarer won with the ace, cashec 
the trump ace and the club king. 
then entered dummy with a trump 
and discarded his diamond queen 
on the club queen. Now on the 
following spade lead to the king 
West won but he could not taxe 
out dummy’s last trump, hence 
declarer had an easy time ruffing 
his only losing spade. East's 
trump trick was the third and last 
trick lost by the declarer. 

East was too hasty about part- 
ing with his ace.of clubs. He later 
explained that he had counted on 
West to have at least the diamond 
ace for his vulnerable overcall, 
but he neglected to observe that 
South too had done some very 
powerful bidding. Anyway, what 
was the rush about a diamond re- 
turn? East had a sure trump 
trick, and there was no likelihood 
that he could take more than one 
trump by ruffing diamonds. There 
was not the slightest assurance 
that West's club ten was a single- 
ton.
